nature;which wn him as in al me 15 a very 
ſea of iniquity, & whuch a! waies appear 
the more,the neerer a mi comes to God 
and therefore did now moſt apparant- 
ly diſcouer it ſelfe in the Propliet,when 
he was 1n the preſence ofthe Lord him- 
ſelfe.

people tor it may be ſome want of zeale or 
forwardnes, theſe, or ſeme ſuch were the 
cauſe of his feare: And the conſcience of 
tiele makes him here cry out that he can+ 
ro Naz d mn the fight of God, Where we 
le,rne,firſt, x hata tender conſcience god- 
ly Miniſters muſt have aboue all men: 
ramely, that they mult make conſcience 
n»/ of the great and groſle finnes onely, 
but euen of the loweſt & leaſt ſinnes : and 
hem:{t endevor in his calling, not onely 
tbe clcere of great crimes, butas farre as 
may be,to be free from the leaſt appea- 
rnces of emal, and from the leaſt negl1gen» 
ces in his place, for a ſmall fault in other 
men'is great in them, and that which may 
bee ſome waies pardonable in other men, 
vno way in them : they muſt therefore 
watch ouer themſelues moſt carctully, 
and take heede to all their wayess and for 
tus ende is it, that a Miniſter in godly 
wiſedome muſt often deprive him 
kife even of many things (which it ma 
bee, lawfully hee might vſe) leaſt his i, 
bee an occalion of cull to others;

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and muſt abſtaine from the leaſt ſinnez 
leaſt even they be blemiſhes to his calling, 
and burthens to his c6ſcience. And hence 
15 it, thata Miniſter cannot be too careful 
in his calling, in bis words , dyct, comps 
nicy recreation, apparell, geſtures, and 
his whole cariage,becauſe little ſinnes are 
fo great in them, Eſpecially Miniſter 
here learne the Apoſtles Leilon, to bee 
infant ix [eaſon & ont of /ea/on'to preach and 
exhort , to comfort and rebuke publikety and 
prinatety ; to good, to bad : when it 15 well 
taken, whenit1is1ll taken, when they wi 
lingly receiue it, and when they ſtubborn- 
ly refiſt it , when they commend him and 
reward him, and when thcy raile at him, 
and-perſecute him forit $ thus muſt hebe 
diligent in ſeaſon & out of ſeaſon, for the 
leaſt negligence in his dutie, or omitting 
the leaſt opportunitie of doing good, will 
when God viſits his conſcience, be a bur 
then and vexation' to him, as it was here 
tothe Prophet.

And 
what Miniſters, if not extraordinary 
Prophets 2 And yet [/aab (the firſt and 
chiefe of them) exclaimeth-here in- pit» 
tifull manner againſt his pollutions:

Hee muſt not onely hawe « flocke, and | 
krowe which 15 bis flocks: or hauea ge- 
nerall eye over it, but hee muſt have 
a particular and diſtin knowledge of 
the ſtate of it, and the more particu. 
lar the better, And it the Miniſter 
ought to knowe his peoples ſinnes,

Beſides theſe, there is another way, 
whereby God ſheweth his preſence: 
and that is,by extraordinary revelation 
of his glory immediately ; which was 
vſual in the old Teſtament, as here te 
the Prophet, but now is not to bee ex+ 
d. But how terrible that is te the 
full nature of man, appeares in this 
place :for if the Propheta moſt holy 
man, whoſe conſcience accuſed him, 
but of a fewe and ſmall finnes, yetthus 
eryes out, amazed & aftrighted, atthe 
revelation'of ſume part of Gods glory: 
alas, how would they be terrified with 
t,whoſe conſciences are burdened with 
greatand grievous ſinnes, & that with= 
out repEtance? Thus we ſce the ground 
of his reaſon, how truc it is, that a man 
n his' finne, cannot cheerefully come, 
nor boldly ſtand in Gods preſence, The 


puniſterygto tread vpon the holy a 


ve of this Dofrine : Firſt of all, let vs T4, (w-@ 
ſee the monſtrous preſumption of ſuch yſc for Mis 
mimiſters as dare venture raſhly into the nilters, 
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of,God, with vacleane f:cte ; to handle 
the holy things of God with vawaſhea 
hands : For what is it to cater into 
the Miniſterie, but to enter into the 
chamber ot preſence of the great King 
and ihould nota man looke about him, 
afore he comethere? Therefore it God 
rebuked Moſes, for (tepping too halti- 


ly towardes the Bulle, where his pre-

the place where tho fandefi 11 boly ground; 
then how will God rebuke and checke 
the conſciences of ſuch carnall men, as 
carcleſly & carnally ruſh into the Pul- 
pit, and to Gods holy Table, where 
God 1s preſent, in afarre more exccl- 
leat manner then he was in the Buſhe? 
Andif they bee ſo to be blamed, who 
enter into this calling without feare and 
reverence, then how much more faulty 
are they, who beting Miniſters, dare 
venture to preach, or miniſter the holy 
Sacraments, without haly and private 
reparationand ſanfilification of them- 
lugs ; but ruſh vpon them, 4s vpon 
common & prophang attionst Where” 
a 


23 God is prelentthere, in a moſt holy 
and glorious maner;theſe men ſure wil 
lay, the, Prophet heere was of too 
nice a conſcience: but fearefully and 
ternbly ſhall God appeare at laſt vnto 
ſuch men, as carenot how they ap- The z.vſe. 
pearein his holy preſence, 

Secondly, this ſhewerth the reaſon 
of che praQtiſe ofal Chriſtian churches: 
who vſe to ſing before the Sermon and 
after : namely , not for Decorum one-« 
ly, & to grace the aftion,but to ſanRifte 
and to humble our ſelues , becawſe then 
wee come befor Gods preſence 1 they ther- 
fore doe not thinke reverently enough 
of God, and his prelence, who doe by 
their praQtiſe in any ſort, make way to The z,yſe, 
the contrary. 

Thirdly,we may here learne, the pit- 
bfull caſe of thoſe miniſters, who are ſo 
preſumptuous, as to exerciſe that holy 
tuntion, & yet remaine in their ſinnes 
without repentance 2 what doe theſe 
men ? they approach to the burning 
Buſh, with therr ſhooes on their feete :that 
K, mo Gods preſence im their ſranes; what 
hall come of it in the ende?ſurelygrhat 
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burning fire ſhal conſume the? theleaf 
ſinnes, & {malleſt negligences affrigh 
ted this holy Prophet, when he ſhould 
£0 into Gods preſence : But theſe men 
dare come into the Sanftuarie of God 
yea dare take Gods words tm therr month, 
and yet hate to bee reformed, and dve cd 
the glorious Word of God behinde then 
backes, which they preach to other 
with ther mouthes $ theſe men may 
wonder at this holy Prophets nicens, 
or elſe al the world may wonder at ther 

rophanenelle. A little pollution of 
Los lippes, teared him to come into 
Gods preſence: but theſe dare doe it, 
with etes,cares,lippes,feet, hands, heart, 
and all polluted : their eyes polluted, 
with carelefle looking at all vanite; 
their eares with hearing : and their lips 
with ſpeaking,wanton & wicked talke: 


their teete, with running into wicked 


* company: their hands, with practizing, 


and their hearts,with deuiſing and con- 
ſenting toall wickedneſle. 

T his 1s the cauſe, why the labours of 
ſuch men arealmoſt vnprofitable: be- 
caulc they darc come into Gods pre- 


lence 
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ſence in their finnes. In many places 
of our land, there is by Gods blefling 
much teaching, yet there is little refor» 
mation, in the lives of the moſt : but 
contrariwiſe, ſome fall to Atheiſme : 
ſome to Papiſme ſome into foule 
ſinnes, not to be wok Chrn- 
ſt:ans, i 

Where is the cauſe ? ſuxcly not in the 
Goſpel :. nor m our doctrine, norin the 
teaching of it; but one very principal 
cauſe is, many, Miniſters come inte 
Gods preſence,vnſan&tified, & in their 
fins znot caring how looſely they live, 


inthe face of their people : and therfore 
God iniuſtice,thogh he inſtanſtly ſmite

ed, not them, with viſible vengeance for 
es; their preſumption: yet hee {mites the 
ps people, with ſpirituall blindneſle, that 


they regard not their Do&rine, but 
looke at their lives, and doe rather fol- 
low the prophanzneſle of the one,then 
the holineſle of the other. Miniſters 
areſuch, in whome God will be ſan{ti- 
fied, therefore becauſe they dog not (og

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but diſhonour him, by comming into 
his preſencein their {innes : therefore 
hee cannot abide them, nor giue any 
bleſiing to their labours, 

All miniſters therfore, as they would 
ſee any fruite of their Minilterie , let 
them farſt ſanike Ciemſelues, & clenſe 
their hearts by repentance, afore they 
perſumegto ſtand yp torcbuke ſinne in 
others : elſe let them' rot thicke, that 
their golden words ſhall doc ſo much 

ood , as their leaden liues ſhall doe 
-_ : and they may happe to confirme 
men, that already are converted, but 
hardly ſhall any ſuch men, conuert any 
ſoules from Poperie or prophanelle. 
Andit i1sa vaine conceite for men to 
magine,there 1s any force in eloquence, 
or humanelearning, to overthrow that 
fin in others,which ruleth and raigneth 
m themſelues. Our Church, and all re- 
formed churches,may make vic of this 
doQrine: for it is the glory of a Church 
to hauetheir doQrine powerf::l1, & &- 
fefuall for the winning of ſoules, ther 
fore it concernath them,to take order,as 


well 
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well that their miniſters be godly men, 
& good Schollers, & their lines inoffenſme, 
as wel as their dof7rine ſound: or els they 
will find in wofull experience,that they 
pull downe as much with the one hand, 
as they build vp with the other, 

But moſt necrely this dorine tous 
Gheth miniſters themſelues t who mult 
know, their caſe is moſt fearetull of all 
mens, if they come into Gods preſence, 
in their [us nn REY tfor as no man 
3more honourable,then a learned and 
holy Miniſter; ſo none more contemp* 
tble in this world, none more muſera- 
ble for that to comegthen he that by his 
looſe & lewde life, doth ſcandalize his 
doftrine 2 and lethim aſſure himlcltfe, 
that for his preſumption, in ruſhing in- 
tb Gods preſence in his ſinnes, he ſhall 
nthis world,be caſt out as wn/awory ſalt, Afar p. 
adtroden downe of men,with thefoote of 1 2, 
contempt : and in the world to come, he 
hall aboue all men cry out,in moſt ex- 
reame torment of conſcience; Wo ir me, 
het wy ejes muſt ſee the King and Lord 
f befter: and ſo becauſe hee would not 
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in this world, come into Gods preſency 
in ſan&ification and holinelle: he ſhall 
therefore in feareand horror ,bee haled 
into the preſence of Gods glorie, atthe 
laſt day : there to recciue the wt ſen» 
tence of their condemnation, 

. Laſtly, all painfull and godly Mini- 
ters may receiue comfort, not to bee 
diſconraged or drinen from Gods pre- 
ſence, becauſe of their corruptions 
or infirnijties, for wee ſee it was the 
Prophets caſe : but let them (till ap- 
proch in feare and reuerence, and be (o 
farre from being driuen from their du» 
tie, becauſe they being linfull mengdare 
not come into Gods preſence without 
much feare : as letthem contrariwiſe be 
aſlured, that the more they tremble at 
Gods preſence here, the lefſe ſhall they 
fearent atthe laſt day : and when pro- 

ane and yngodly men , who in this 
world feared not to ſtand in Gods pre- 
ſence intheir horrible ſinnes,(hal cry to 
the 11 eunteines, fall vpon vs , and bile! 
coner Vs, and bide 11 from the preſence of 
Goarthen ſuch Miniſters as in this world 
in feareand trembling, and alwayes n 
, repens 
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repentance, did approach into Gods 
preſence : ſhall then Goke vp, and (ft wp 
their beads, & (hall fay to the holy An- 
gels, & all the powers of heauen,helpe 
vs,and haſten vs to come into the glori- 
ous preſence of our God and Sauiour, 

And thus we ſce the manitold vic of 
this dorine to our Church and Mini- 
ſterie.

Nay, of God himſelfe : and eſpecially 
of our Saviour Chrift Jeſs : who they 
lay, appeared (I know not how oft) 
to one man :.namely, to Saint Fram 
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. and appeared as hee was crucified with 
his woundes, and imprinting thole 
woundes of his , in Francis his body, 
which they fay he bare all his lite, and 
that they bled whenſoeuer hee would 
ſuffer them, which he alwayes did on 
Good Frydey that he might bee like to 
Chriſt, This,and many more ſuch,may 

ouſce in that tabulous & blaſphemout 
ar the coformitics of Saint Fraxu, 

But for the matter: are apparitions 
from heauen fo ordinary in bs popiſh 
Church? how then cameit to palle,that 
the greateſt and holicſt men im the olde 
Teltament,were {o amazed at the ve- 
ry apparition but of an Angell: as wee 
may ſce in the whole courſe of the 
Storie ? Some ranne away, and hudde 
themſclues : ſome couered ther 
faces, ſome fell downe flat on the 
ground: and the Prophets bere cryed 
ont; Woe is mee, / am wndewe: Oy 
eyes have ſcene the King and Lord 
of Hoſtes, Butin the Church of Rem, 
looke the ſtories; that Saint or Monkt 
x no body that hath not had ſome 


appati- 
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arition : either of the Virgin Adary, 
Che of the Apoltles,or —— 
Chriſt Teſus _a=_g & talking with 
them:and yet alas; Peter, James, & Tobn, 
thoſe 3. great pillers , they were as good Gala, 1.9. 
a1 beſide themiſeluer at the appearing of a 
latle part of the glorie of Chrift in his CMat.17, 
wansbguration. 6.05 Luke, 
Either therefore muſt it followe that g,z 3. 
theſe men haue no 'finne in them, 
which dare and can bchold Gods glory 
ſoeafily; and fo ordinarily, ( which is 
impoſhble) : or rather which indeede is 
truth, it appeares that theſe are but de 
ceitfull fancies and: forgeries of their 
ewne deuile, to deectue the world, and 
to magnifie themſclues betore the eyes 
ofthe common people:tor it is firſt of 
all moſt fa/{, that apparitions are fo 
common as they make them, for if they 
were, thenare they more ordinary in 
the new Teſtament then in the old.

grace, and of {weete comfortinto their 
hearts,and refreſheth their weary ſoules 
with the deawe of his mercy.: this point 
needes no further proofe, for looke into 
the ſcriptures, and wee ſhall inde,God 
neuer called any man to the ſtate of 
grace, or to any notable worke or tun. 
(tion 1n bis church, but he firſt humbled 
them, and then brought them out of all 
c&ceit with themfelues, &then wrought 
in them , and by them, his wonderfull 
workes. 

The vie of tms dodtrine,is firſt of all
